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II.   REPORT  OF  THE  JOINT  COMMITTEE  ON  PUBLIC  SERVICE 

A.   Overview  of  the  1984  Legislative  Session 

The  1984  Legislative  Session  sputtered  to  a  conclusion  on 
December  30th,  with  the  lowest  total  of  enactments  in  recent  memory. 
For  the  Committee  on  Public  Service,  however,  1984  was  a  productive  year, 
yielding  a  number  of  long-awaited  reforms  in  public-sector  employment 
and  retirement  administration,  as  well  as  some  necessary  adjustments 
in  the  previous  year's  pension  funding  act,  Chapter  661  of  1983. 

Three  significant  measures  approved  by  the  Public  Service  Committee, 
and  ultimately  enacted  by  the  full  legislature,  helped  bring  public 
sector  survivor  and  retirement  benefits  and  management  pay  schedules 
in  line  with  recent  increases  in  the  cost  of  living.   Chapter  389 
of  1984  provided  the  first  increase  in  basic  survivor  benefits  since 
1972  (see  section  B) .   Combined  with  a  4%  cost  of  living  adjustment  in 
state  and  local  retirement  benefits,  provided  for  in  the  FY' 85  budget 
(and  funded  fully  by  the  Commonwealth) ,  the  increase  in  survivor  pay- 
ments ensured  that  the  retirement  income  guaranteed  by  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  32  would  not  be  eroded  by  an  inflationary  economy.   A  5% 
increase  in  the  Commonwealth's  management  pay  schedules  (see  section  C) 
represents  an  important  step  in  attracting  and  retaining  qualified 
supervisory  employees  to  the  public  sector. 

The  major  pension  initiative  of  1983,  Chapter  661,  has  already 
had  a  positive  impact  on  the  funding  of  the  Commonwealth's  retirement 
system  and  on  the  Commonwealth's  bond  rating.   However,  the  imple- 
mentation of  661 's  sweeping  mandate  has  shown  the  need  for  several 
refinements.   One  such  refinement,  embodied  in  Chapter  373  of  1984 
(see  section  D),  provides  for  bhe  lull  refund  of  accumulated  interest 
on  public  employee  contribution:;  lor  all  members  in  .service  prior  to 
January  1st,  1984;   Chapter  661  had  provided  for  the  partial  or  full 
forfeiture  of  such  interest,  to  be  transferred  to  each  system's 
pension  reserve  fund.   The  FY '85  budget  (see  section  E)  provided  a 
$17.7  Million  allocation,  to  be  split  among  the  state  and  other  re- 


tirement  systems  joining  in  the  Pension  Reserve  Investment  Fund 
created  by  Chapter  661;  to  date,  only  Weymouth  has  opted  to  parti- 
cipate in  PRIT. 

Two  other  significant  enactments  initially  approved  by  the  Public 
Service  Committee  were  signed  by  the  Governor  following  prorogation. 
Chapter  457  expanded  the  indemnification  coverage  provided  for  public 
safety  employees.  Chapter  490  gave  Legislative  approval  to  Boston's 
home  rule  petition  providing  for  the  City's  divestiture  of  funds  in- 
vested in  South  Africa  and  Namibia.  Boston  thus  follows  the  example 
set  by  the  Commonwealth's  Divestiture  Act,  Chapter  669  of  the  Acts 
of  1982. 

Discussions  continued  in  1984  on  the  issues  of  disability  pension 
reform  and  collective  bargaining  dispute  resolution;  substantive 
action  is  possible  on  both  for  the  1985  session.   During  the  year, 
the  Special  Commission  on  Civil  Service  continued  to  oversee  the 
personnel  reforms  mandated  by  Chapter  767  of  1981.   Finally,  1984 
saw  the  creation  of  the  Commonwealth's  106th  public  retirement  system, 
the  "Water  Resources  Authority  Retirement  System".   A  controversial 
conference  committee  report,  signed  into  law  as  Chapter  372  provided 
for  significant  Commonwealth  assumption  of  the  Authority's  pension 
liability,  minimizing  the  initial  funding  impact  on  the  Authority  and 
its  rate  payers. 

For  the  second  consecutive  year,  the  Public  Service  Committee 
was  chaired  by  Senator  Royal  L.  Boiling,  Sr .  of  Boston,  and  Repre- 
sentative Nicholas  J.  Buglione  of  Methuen.   In  the  course  of  its  43 
public  hearings,  the  Committee  considered  a  total  of  617  bills  during 
the  1984  session.   Of  these,   57  were  signed  into  law  by  Governor 
Michael  S.  Dukakis. 

Researchers  Tom  McGrath  and  George  O'Shea  remained  an  integral 
part  of  the  Public  Service  staff.   Serving  as  Senator  Boiling's 
legislative  aide  to  the  Committee  was  a  State  House  new-comer, 
Deborah  I.  Boiling,  formerly  an  aide  in  the  California  State 
Legislature .

Senior  Researcher  and  Staff  Director  Paul  Todisco  ended  his  five  year 
tenure  with  the  Committee  to  accept  the  position  of  Analyst  with 
the  State's  Pension  Reserve  Investment  Management  Board.   Todisco 's 
successor,  Peter  Ebb,  had  served  previously  as  legislative  aide  to 
Senator  Boiling,  and  benefited  from  Todisco 's  tutelage  in  both  his 
past  and  present  position.   The  full  Public  Service  staff  is  available 
to  answer  any  inquiries  in  Room  40  of  the  State  House,  or  at  722-2240. 


B-   Chapter  389  of  the  Acts  of  1984 

Chapter  _389  (enacted  as  House  Bill  6021)  provides  for  the  first 
INCREASES  IN  BASIC  SURVIVOR  BENEFITS  since  1972.   Key  provisions 
of  Chapter  389  include: 

©   Increasing  normal  monthly  member  survivor 
allowance  (Option  "D")  from  $140  to  $250 

•  Increasing  allowance  for  children  of  deceased 
members  from  $80  per  month  for  one  child  and 
$50  per  month  for  each  additional  child  to 
$120  and  $90,  respectively 

•  Increasing  allowances  for  certain  widows  of 
retired  members  to  $250  per  month 

•  Increasing  the  annual  allowance  for  widows 
of  members  retired  for  reasons  of  disability 
from  $1,680  to  $3,000 

©   Increasing  the  annuity  for  the  widows  of  retired 
state  police  officers  to  $3,000 

Chapter  389  also  provides  for  the  assumption  by_  the  Commonwealth  of  all 
additional  costs  incurred  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 
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C.   Chapter  487  of  the  Acts  of  1984 

Chapter  487  (enacted  as  House  5803,  amended)  provides  for  a 
5%  PAY  INCREASE  FOR  MANAGEMENT  EMPLOYEES,  effective  September  30, 
1984.   The  Governor's  recommendation  for  this  salary  adjustment 
was  based  on  a  study  conducted  by  the  Department  of  Personnel 
Administration  of  the  compensation  practices  in  thirteen  north- 
eastern states. 

Section  4  of  Chapter  4  87,  added  by  House  Chairman  Buglione, 
provides  a  mechanism  for  correcting  salary  inequities  between 
managers  and  their  non-management  subordinates.   Section  4  allows, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  appointing  authority,  the  Personnel 
Administrator,  and  the  Commissioner  of  Administration,  for  the 
salary  advancement  of  an  incumbent  management  employee  to  provide 
a  pay  step  increment  between  the  management  personnel  and  his  or 
her  subordinates. 

Section  5  of  Chapter  487  rectifies  a  similar  management/non- 
management  pay  disparity  in  the  Commonwealth's  Council  on  the 
Arts  and  Humanities. 


D.   Chapter  373  of  the  Acts  of  1984  , 

Chapter  373  (enacted  as  House  Bill  6157)  RESTORES  THE  ACCUMULATED 
INTEREST  ON  PENSION  DEDUCTIONS  for  retirement  system  members  in 
service  prior  to  January  1 ,  1984 . 

Section  4  of  Chapter  661  of  the  Acts  of  1983  provided  for 
the  forfeiture  of  interest  on  pension  deductions  for  those  employees 
voluntarily  withdrawing  from  membership  with  less  than  ten  years 
creditable  service.   Chapter  373  makes  this  provision  of  Chapter  661 
prospective  only ,  "grandfathering  in"  those  employees  who  became 
members  of  the  retirement  system  prior  to  the  effective  date  of 
Chapter  661  (January  1,  1984). 

Chapter  373  also  amends  those  sections  of  Chapter  66.1  which 
required  one-eighth  of  new  employee  deductions  to  be  transferred 
from  the  annuity  savings  fund  to  the  pension  reserve  fund  of  each 
system.   Chapter  373  provides  that  the  FULL  AMOUNT  OF  EMPLOYEE 
CONTRIBUTIONS  SHALL  BE  CREDITED  TO  THE  ANNUITY  SAVINGS  FUND  OF 
EACH  SYSTEM,  thereby  preventing  what  loomed  as  an  accounting  night- 
mare for  retirement  boards  at  all  levels.

The  first  paragraph  of  section  38  of  chapter  30 
of  the  General  Laws,  as  appearing  in  section  36  of  chapter  835 
of  the  acts  of  1974,  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  the  following 
sentence:-  Whenever  an  appointing  authority  shall  make  an 
appointment  to  a  position  included  in  the  classification  plan 
established  in  accordance  with  section  forty-five,  such  appoint- 
ing authority  shall  certify  to  said  administrator  that  the  ap- 
pointee possesses  the  qualifications  for  the  position  as  estab- 
lished by  said  administrator  in  accordance  with  subclause  (H)  of 
clause   (c)  of  paragraph    (1)  of  said  section  forty-five.

Be  it  enacted,   etc.,   as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  law  to  the 
contrary  and  in  order  to  promote  the  public  good,  the  retirement 
board  of  the  town  of  Brookline  is  hereby  authorized  to  retire 
fire  fighter  Joseph  M.  Tynan,  Jr.,  of  the  fire  department  of 
said  town,  who  as  the  result  of  injuries  sustained  by  him  in  the 
performance  of  his  duties  while  responding  to  an  alarm  of  fire  is 
totally  and  permanently  incapacitated  for  further  services  as  a 
fire  fighter.  The  annual  amount  of  pension  payable  to  Joseph 
M.  Tynan,  Jr.  under  this  act,  shall  be  fixed  in  an  amount  equal 
to  the  regular  rate  of  compensation  which  would  have  been  paid 
had  he  continued  in  service  as  a  fire  fighter  of  said  town  at  the 
grade  held  by  him  at  the  time  of  his  retirement.  Such  retire- 
ment shall  become  effective  as  of  the  date  following  the  last  day 
on  which  he  is  entitled  to  receive  regular  compensation.  Upon 
the  retirement  of  Joseph  M.  Tynan,  Jr.,  the  retirement  board  of 
said  town  shall  forthwith  pay  to  him  all  amounts  standing  to  his 
credit  in  the  annuity  savings  fund  of  the  retirement  system  of 
said  town. 

SECTION  2.  The  provisions  of  section  one  hundred  of  chapter 
forty-one  of  the  General  Laws  shall  continue  to  apply  to  Joseph 
M.  Tynan,  Jr.  relative  to  his  indemnification  by  the  town  of 
Brookline  for  any  hospital,  medical  and  related  expenses  which 
may  be  incurred  by  him  after  the  date  of  his  retirement  as  a 
result  of  the  aforementioned  incapacity. 

SECTION  3.  Upon  the  death  of  Joseph  M.  Tynan,  Jr.,  if  his 
wife  Jacqueline  Tynan  survives  him,  and  as  long  as  she  remains 
unmarried,  the  town  shall  pay  to  Jacqueline  Tynan  an  annual 
annuity  equal  to  the  sum  of  three-fourths  of  the  amount  of  the 
pension  payable  to  him  at  the  time  of  his  death,  and  three 
hundred  and  twelve  dollars  for  each  child  of  Joseph  M. 
Tynan,  Jr.  for  such  time  as  such  child  is  either  under  eighteen 
years  of  age  or  totally  physically  or  mentally  incapacitated  from 
working.  If  Jacqueline  Tynan  remarries,  the  town  shall  pay  to 
her,  in  lieu  of  the  aforesaid  annuity,  an  annual  annuity  of  five 
hundred  and  twenty  dollars  for  each  child  of  Joseph  M.  Tynan, 
Jr.  for  such  time  as  such  child  is  residing  with  her  and  is 
either  under  eighteen  years  of  age  on  January  first  of  the  year 
in  question  or  totally  physically  or  mentally  incapacitated  from 
working .

emergency  law,  necessary  for  the  immediate  preservation  of  the 
public  convenience.

SECTION  1.  Subdivision  (4)  of  section  10  of  chapter  32  of  the 
General  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  words 
"including  any  amounts  that  have  been  transferred  to  the  Pen- 
sion Reserve  Fund  under  the  provisions  of  paragraph  (h)  of 
subdivision  (1)  of  section  twenty-two,  upon  his  written  request 
thereof  on  a  prescribed  form  filed  with  the  board  on  or  after  the 
date  of  his  termination  of  service,  except  as  provided  in  section 
fifteen",   inserted  by  section  3A  of  chapter  661  of  the  acts  1983. 

SECTION  2.  Paragraph  (a)  of  subdivision  (1)  of  section  11  of

For  any  such  member  who  becomes  a  member  subse- 
quent to  January  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  eight-four,  the 
difference  between  the  accumulated  total  deductions  otherwise 
payable  and  the  reduced  accumulated  deductions  as  provided  for 
in  this  paragraph  shall  be  transferred  into  the  Pension  Reserve 
Fund  and  shall  be  used  to  reduce  the  unfunded  pension  liability 
of  the  system.

SECTION  1.  Option  (d)  of  subdivision  (2)  of  section  12  of  chapter  32  of 
the  General  Laws,  as  most  recently  amended  by  section  1  of  chapter  793  of  the 
acts  of  1972,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  the  tenth  and  eleventh 
paragraphs  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  two  paragraphs:- 

The  normal  monthly  member-survivor  allowance  provided  for  under  this 
option  to  a  spouse  of  a  deceased  member  shall  not  be  less  than  two  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  paragraph  (e)  of  section  one  hun- 
dred and  two;  provided,  however  that  the  deceased  member  was  a  member  in  ser- 
vice as  described  in  subparagraph  (i)  of  paragraph  (a)  of  subdivision  (1)  of 
section  three  on  the  date  of  death  and  that  the  member  had  not  less  than  two 
full  years  of  creditable  service  and  had  been  married  to  such  spouse  for  not 
less  than  one  year;  and  provided,  further,  that  such  member  and  such  spouse 
were  living  together  on  the  date  of  death  of  the  member,  or  that  the  board 
finds  that  they  were  living  apart  for  justifiable  cause  other  than  desertion 
or  moral  turpitude  on  the  part  of  such  spouse. 

In  the  event  of  the  remarriage  of  such  spouse  any  additional  amount  that 
is  required  to  make  the  allowance  under  this  option  equal  to  the  amount  of  two 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  a  month,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  paragraph  (e) 
of  section  one  hundred  and  two,  shall  be  terminated;  and  thereafter  such 
spouse  shall  receive  the  regular  monthly  member-survivor  allowance,  if  any, 
provided  for  in  the  first  and  fourth  paragraphs  of  this  option,  as  increased 
by  any  adjustment  and  increase  provided  for  in  section  one  and  section  two  of 
chapter  four  hundred  and  eight  of  the  nets  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
sixty-seven,  with  the  actual  year  in  which  the  member  died  as  the  basis  of  the 
adjustment  or  increase  provided  for  therein. 

SECTION  2.  Section  12B  of  said  chapter  32  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  the  first  paragraph,  as  amended  by  chapter  429  of  the  acts  of  1980,  and 
inserting  in  pla'e  th?r«of  tha  following  paragraph:'

whom  such  member  had  been  married  for  at  least  one  year  and  with  whom  such 
member  was  living  at  the  time  of  the  death  of  such  member,  or  who  the  board 
finds  had  been  living  apart  from  said  member  for  justifiable  cause  other  than 
desertion  or  moral  turpitude  on  the  part  of  such  spouse  who  is  eligible  to 
receive  a  member-survivor  allowance  under  the  provisions  of  said  Option  (d), 
and  so  elects,  and  if  there  are  any  surviving  children  of  said  deceased  member 
who  are  under  age  eighteen  or  over  said  age  and  physically  or  mentally  inca- 
pacitated from  earning  on  the  date  of  death  of  the  member,  or  under  age 
twenty-two  if  a  full-time  student,  there  shall  be  paid  to  such  spouse  for  the 
benefit  of  all  such  children  an  additional  allowance  of  one  hundred  and  twenty 
dollars  a  month  for  one  child  plus  an  allowance  of  ninety  dollars  a  month  for 
each  additional  child  subject  to  the  provisions  of  paragraph  (e)  of  section 
one  hundred  and  two. 

SECTION  3.  Said  section  12B  of  said  chapter  32  is  hereby  further  amended 
by  striking  out  the  third  paragraph,  as  appearing  in  section  2  of  chapter  793 
of  the  acts  of  1972,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  paragraph:- 

If  a  spouse  remarries,  the  allowances  payable  for  the  benefit  of  any  chil- 
dren under  this  section  s ha  1 1  terminate  and  thereafter  there  shall  be  paid  to 
a  legally  appointed  guardian  for  the  benefit  of  each  eligible  surviving  child 
an  allowance  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  a  month  for  one  child  plus  an 
allowance  of  ninety  dollars  a  month  for  each  additional  child  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  paragraph  (e)  of  section  one  hundred  and  two. 

SECTION  4.  Said  chapter  32  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out 
section  101,  as  most  recently  amended  by  section  43  of  chapter  189  of  the  acts 
of  1984,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  section: - 

Section  101.  In  the  event  of  the  death  of  any  former  employee  who  had 
been  retired  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  after  having  been  found  to 
be  incapacitated  for  further  duty  by  reason  of  injuries  sustained  while  in  the 
performance  of  his  duties,  or  who  had  been  retired  for  ordinary  disability 
under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  under  which  retirement  he  was  unable  to 
provide   for  any   annua]  allowance  to  be  paid  to  his  widow  at  the  time  of  his 
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death,  there  shall  be  paid  to  such  widow  an  annual  allowance  in  the  amount  of 
three  thousand  dollars,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  paragraph  (e)  of  section 
one  hundred  and  two,  for  as  long,  as  she  remains  unremarried;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  any  allowance  payable  under  this  section  shall  be  in  the  alterna- 
tive to  any  allowance  to  which  such  widow  would  be  entitled  under  the  provi- 
sions of  any  other  section  of  this  chapter.  Any  allowance  which  such  widow 
may  be  receiving  or  any  allowance  which  she  may  have  potential  rights  to 
receive,  based  on  her  own  service  to  the  commonwealth  or  any  political  sub- 
division thereof,  shall  not  make  her  ineligible  to  receive  the  allowance  pro- 
vided in  this  section.

AN  ACT  PROHIBITING  INVESTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  PENSION  FUNDS  OF  THE  CITY  OF 
BOSTON  IN  FINANCIAL  INSTITUTIONS  DOING  BUSINESS  IN  THE  REPUBLIC  OF  SOUTH 
AFRICA. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General  Court 
assembled ,    and  by   the   authority  of   the   same,    as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  No  public  pension  funds  of  the  city  of  Boston  shall  be 
invested  or  remain  invested,  or  be  deposited  or  remain  deposited  in  any  bank 
or  financial  institution  which  directly  or  through  its  subsidiaries  has 
outstanding  loans  or  existing  lines  of  credit  to  the  Republic  of  South  Africa, 
or  to  Namibia;  or  in  any  corporation  doing  business  in  the  Republic  of  South 
Africa  or  Namibia;  or  in  any  company  or  its  subsidiaries  for  the  purpose  of 
investment  in  the  Republic  of  South  Africa  or  Namibia;  and  no  pension  funds 
shall  be  invested  or  remain  invested  in  the  stocks,  securities,  or  other 
obligations  of  any  company  doing  business  in  or  with  the  Republic  of  South 
Africa  or  Namibia,  or  whose  subsidiary  or  affiliate  does  business  in  or  with 
the  Republic  of  South  Africa  or  Namibia.  Any  proceeds  of  sales  requited  under 
this  paragraph  shall  be  invested  as  much  as  reasonably  possible  in  the 
I  Minn. ial  ins t Lint  ions  or  companies  which  invest  or  conduct  business 
operations  in  Boston  so  long  as  such  use.  is  consistent  with  sound  investment 
pol icy .

Any  proceeds  of  sales  required  under 
this  paragraph  shall  be  invested  as  much  as  reasonably  possible  in  financial 
institutions  or  companies  which  invest  or  conduct  business  operations  in 
Boston  so  long  as  such  use  is  consistent  with  sound  investment  policy. 

SIXTJON  3.  No  public  funds  of  the  city  of  Boston  shall  be  invested  or 
remain  invested,  or  be  deposited  or  r°main  deposited  in  any  bank  or  financial 
institution  which  directly  or  through  its  subsidiaries  has  outstanding  loans 
or  existing  lines  of  credit  to  the  Republic  of  South  Africa,  or  to  Namibia;  or 
in  any  corporation  doing  business  in  the  Republic  of  South  Africa  or  Namibia; 
or  in  any  company  or  its  subsidiaries  for  the  purpose  of  investment  in  the 
Republic  of  South  Africa  or  Namibia;  and  no  public  funds  shall  be  invested  or 
remain  invested  in  the  stocks,  securities,  or  other  obligations  of  any  company 
doing  business  in  or  with  the  Republic  of  South  Africa  or  Namibia,  or  whose 
subsidiary  or  affiliate  does  business  in  or  with  the  Republic  of  South  Africa 
or  Namibia.  Any  proceeds  of  sales  required  under  this  paragraph  shall  be 
invested  as  much  as  reasonably  possible  in  financial  institutions  or  companies 
which  irvest  or  conduct  business  opor.it  ions  in  Boston  so  long  as  such  use  is 
consistent  wit.li  sound  investment  policy. 

SIXTluN  4.  Before  any  public  funds  listed  in  section  one  of  this  act  can 
be  deposited  or  invested  in  any  bank  or  financial  institution,  each  bank  or 
financial  institution  must  submit  an  affidavit  to  the  col  lector/ treasurer  of 
the  city  of  Boston  certifying  that  it  lias  no  loans  or  existing  lines  of  credit 
to  the  i>iit  it  i  »s  covered  in  said  section  one.  The  affidavit  shall  require  the 
bank  or  financial  institution  to  notify  the  collector/treasurer  of  the  city  of 
Boston  if  it  i  iter  enters  into  any  loan  or  extends  any  line  of  credit  to  the 
entities  in  said  section  one.  These  afi idnvits  shall  be  available  for  public 
inspect  ion . 

SUCTION  'ii  public  funds  mist  be  withdrawn  or  divested  from  a  bank, 
fin. mm.  ijI  in--.;  mil  ion,  or  company  in  ompliancc  with  this  act,  the  bank, 
fin  mm  La  I  ii  'ii  or  company  shall  be  advised  by  the  collector/treasurer 
of  the   ,•  that  the  withdrawal  01  public  fundi 
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invested  or  deposited  in  any  bank,  financial  institution,  or  company  referred 
to  in  said  section  one,  the  collector  treasurer  of  the  city  of  Boston  shall 
annually,  on  or  before  January  thirty- first ,  file  a  report  listing  all  South 
Africa  related  and  Namibia  related  deposits  and  investments  and  their  book 
market  value  .is  of  the  preceding  December  first.  This  report  shall  be  filed 
with  the  mayor  and  city  council  of  the  city  of  Boston  and  the  department  of 
revenue  of  the  commonwealth.  If  after  initial  divestiture,  a  bank,  financial 
institution,  company  or  its  subsidiaries  or  affiliates  later  come  into 
noncompliance  with  this  act,  the  public  funds  must  be  withdrawn  or  divested 
within  one  year  after  the  date  of  determination  of  noncompliance. 
SECTluN  7.   This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.
